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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants 1 arguments, filed 9/16/04, have been fully considered but they are not 
deemed to be persuasive. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous 
office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are 
either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete set presently being 
applied to the instant application. 

IMPROPER MULTIPLE DEPENDENCE 

Claim 61 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 61 has not been further treated on the 
merits. 

NEW MATTER 

Claims 56, 58, and 60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Claims 56, 58, and 60 also contain the NEW MATTER of requiring channels 
which are not interconnected whereas the written support as filed as on page 24, lines 
18-22, is limited to no interconnections "producing a flow that is laminar in character". 
The broader limitations in said claims 56, 58, and 60 lacks said producing... limitations 
and thus introduce NEW MATTER. This rejection is necessitated by amendment. 
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OBVIOUSNESS-TYPE DOUBLE PATENTING 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington f 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Eeffective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1, 2, 5-12, 23, 26-34, and 36-50 are provisionally rejected under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable 
overclaims 51, 52, 54, 55, 57-63, 66-68, 70, 71, 73-79, and 82 of copending Application 
No. 09/675,518. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because of reasons of record which have not been 
argued by applicants. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

CLAIM OBJECTIONS 

Claims 25, 55, 57, and 59 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Claims 3, 4, 18, 19, and 51-54 are allowable. 

Applicants' amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
